ho maintain tho greatest tanneries in the 


world. Their liabilities aro £;',500,000, ami 
the nominal assets £5,000,000. As a matter 
of fact, tho firm does not expect to be able to 
pay in full. The causa of tho great failure is 
lirectly traceable to tho Pacific bauk rub- 
bery OL two years ago. Several boot and shoo 
houses were .customers of that rotten concern 
at tho timo of its suspension, in October, 1881, 
and they had largo sums locked up therein as 
deposits and In other forms. 
Everybody 


knows that Benyon and tho others left a very 
poor array of assets, and the creditors pf tho 
bank have thus far received but fi per cent. 
on all claims. To overt a panic at that time, 
Messrs. F. Shaw & Brothers assumed the 
burdens of quite a number of tbeir customers 
who were heavy losers. 


Messrs. Shaw & Brothers hml nover boon 


able to throw off the burden then assumed. 
Several of tho smaller concerns hud not re- 
covered from tho losses caused by tho bunk's 
failure, and in sotno instances their olili),'a- 
tions to Shaw & Brothers havo increasoil 
rather than diminished. Tlio load bocainn 
greater than the even immense resources of 
tho millionaire house could cany. Tho fflil- 
v.ro of W. 
C. Copeland & Co. was tho 


last straw. This concern owes tho Shaw 
Brothers about $400,000. Tho assignment of 
the Shaw Brothers to Ferdinand A. Wyman, 
an attache of tho firm, includes nil tho im- 
mense assets of real estate, stock, and per- 
sonal property. The firm owns over 1,000,- 
000 acres ot land, including whole counties in 
Maine, and immense tracts in northern Now 
York, Now Brunswick, and the province of 
Quebec. Tho tanneries aro located at Forest 
City, Houlton, Vanceboro, Kingnian, Jack- 
son, 
Brooks, and Grand Lake stream in 


Maine; n.t Wells, St. Lawrence, St. Regis, 
Arieta, Lincoln, and Princeton In New York, 
and at various points throughout tho pro- 
vinces. 
Tho Canada headquarters are at 


Montreal, whore the firm is known as Shaw 
Brothers & Casslls.' Mr, Brackloy Shaw 
being in charge.

An Electric Boat. 


LONDOS, July 31.—A second electric boat, 


forty-six feet in length and capable of carry- 
ing fifty passengers, has just been launched 
on tha Thames. The motive force lies con- 
cealed in seventy boxes, each of one-horse 
power, stored under the floor of the boat, ncJ 
at the end there is a Siemens dynamo, the 
spindle of which Is continued so as to form 
the screw, without intermediate gearing.

Corn is the leading grain crop in the 


United States. The yield last year was 
jot far below two thousand million 
aushels, and the area of the vast corn- 
-leld was thirteen times that of the State 
f Massachusetts. The corn-plant has 
a very plastic nature, and accommo- 
.ates itself quickly to any varying con- 
itions. As I write thid there is before 
me an ear of corn of a variety that was 
aken from Maine to the \Vest a few 
-ears 'ago. Its smallness, as produced in 
he East, has been replaced by larger siza 
of ear and kernel, nnd the nature of the

How to top is to 4)6 determined by the 


possibility for maturing, which depends 
upon the" condition of the plant, fertility 
ot tho soil uud tho season. Tho tempta- 
tion to top high comes from the hope ot 
gaining weight, but this is where the 
greater nurabfir of mistakes are made. If 
tho season has been such that a topping 
could be done early, then more leaves 
will mature than if tho season wero back- 
ward. Again, from tho quality of soil, 
one field may properly mature .sixteen or 
eighteen leaves to tho. stalk, while the 
another Uald eight or.-ten leaves may ex- 
haust the eoil. Low topping produces 
larger leaves, more body and firmness, 
more weight, with less lubor, and ripen- 
ing earlier'escapes tho frost. 


A grower urges that to Rive the plant 


proper spread,'close attention be given 
to topping.;- that .it bo- done when tho 
seed buds show, and that as many leaves 
should bo left on the stalk as tho grower 
thinks from the quality ot soil and con- 
dition of. tho plant will mature. Proper 
topping throws tho strength of.the plant

and ment to the crop. After topping, he 
says, look out for suckers, pluck them 
oil' at Crat sight, to give all benefit-to the 
top loaves." Attention of this kind' will 
show great results immediately after tho 
crop is Jimig in the shed. He thinks tho 
quality of alt leaf is improved after top- 
ping in proportion to nourishment given. 
Therefore, no strength muse be wasted 
in buds or suckers. The life of the up- 
per leaves is cut off by the stalk-maturing 
below, but if the plant lias been topped 
in time all will ripen alike.—Wisconsin
